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Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed on July 22, 2004. Previous office 
action contained claims 1-33. Applicant amended claims 1,7, and 13, cancelled claims 4-6,19- 
21 ,24-25,28-29, and 32-33, and added claims 34-42. Amendment filed on July 22, 2004 have 
been entered and made of record. 

2. Claims 1-3,7-18,22-23,26-27,30-31, and 34-42 are allowed. 

3. Claims include limitations that the prior art of record does not appear to teach or render 
obvious the claimed limitations as recited below. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Leong et al. U.S. Patent 6,269,398 teaches a system and method for a management of the 
router is accomplished though the use of a logical view of the router which viev^ includes 
information on the router, protocols available on the router and interfaces available with the 
router. Dobbins et al. U.S. Patent 5,509,123 teaches a plurality of interconnected multi-protocol 
routers, the data and method for providing blocks of classes and objects, providing a router 
resource object class for instantiating an autonomous router object, configuration and control of 
network interfaces. However, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest individually or in 
combination as stated in the independent claims ''the attributes being modifiable within a single 
initialization or the router, and one of the attributes indicating a priority of a dynamic routing 
protocol designated router election for a local network and the hierarchical tree displaying the 
attributes, the components, and the subcomponents to the user" in addition "the router utilizes 
one of the attributes specifies how often the router should contact neighbor nodes in order to 
maintain a live connection", and in combination with other limitations as set forth in the 
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independent claims. Claims 2-3,8-12,14-18,22-23,26-27,30-31,35-36,38-39, and 41-42 are 
allowed due to dependent claims.
